Washington, D. C., April 20.—Herbert Hoover 


has just taken a atep that has satisfied the Provi- 
dence Journal, that ha was not a party to any plan 
or conspiracy by which the Wilson administration 
was planning to perpetuate its policies. And the 
Providence Journal has published an editorial de- 
claring that after examing proof submitted by Mr. 
Hoover, it is glad to tell its "readers "that there 
is no truth in any suggestion of colluaion (between 
the White House ancl Mr. Hoover! and that there 
is an entire lack of sympathy.on Mr. Hoover's part 
of the political, economic, industrial and interna- 
tional policies of the president." 


This makes it possible to disclose for the first 


time some'of the circumstances about whcih the 
stoiy was constructed of collusion between Mr. 
Hoover and the White House, liuleod. larprely be- 
cause tho Now York World which had been a 
staunch supporter of President Wilson, came out 
for Mr. Hoover for president on either the repub- 
lican or democratic tickets and la.rgely becauso 
members of the Wilnon administration did not 
conceal their enthusiasm for Mr. Hoover., the con- 
clusion was immediately drawn of a democratic 
plot to illvlcle the republican party.

minded him that the New York World was an in- 
dependent newspaper and tied to no party, and 
that when he read the New York World's editor- 
ial announcement he would see the point. 


Just about the same time officials at Washing- 


ton 
began 
talking enthusiastically 
about Mr. 


Hoover and a story was printed by the New Yprk 
American to the effect that the former food ad- 
ministrator was the choice of Colonel House, who 
was supposed to have boomed him at a luncheon 
attended by Lord Grey. The fact was Mr. Hoover 
didn't attend the luncheon and American politics 
wasn't discussed. - This chain of incidents how- 
ever, together with. the frequent prase of Mr. 
Hoover coming from democratic.officials, put him 
in an awkward position.

BOitie'or the .policies of President Wilson in Europe. 
",'ndeed, even the Providence Journal's statement of 
"an entire/lack of sympathy" with the Wilson ad- 
ministration isn't exactly correct in evei.-y sen^e 
for in today's New York Tribune, Mr. Hoover ex- 
presses himself in a special article outlining-his 
attitude on foreign policy—and much of what he 
says is in accord with the views of the mild reser- 
vatlonists in the senate as well as .President Wil- 
son.For instance, Mr. Hoover says In answer to the 
Tribune's request for his position: 


"No greater mistake can bo made than the as- 


sumption that our people have lost their national 
aspirations and idealism, because they have gone 
back to business. In defining these great stand- 
ards, the republican party must reach into the 
aspirations of our peop.le and into the social phil- 
osophy upon which our national life is founded. 
Our people have an ideal o'f world service. 
It 


was not a passing favor in which we made the 
sacrifices of the past three years for the great 
ideal of the prevention of war ar..d the freedom of 
tho oppressed. It is now a dozen years since the 
republican 
leaders — including ."Roosevelt-r-first 


proposed a league of nations. This ideal cannot 
be Ignored by the party. 
Its living force will in- 


sist upon our joining in the organization of the 
moral forces of the world to reduca armament, 
check militarism and relieve oppression. 
Our 


people do not desire to see us pledged to use lore* 
in these purposes; furthermore they have no more 
sympathy with the growth of militarism at home 
than abroad. They will be faced with this growth 
and cost if we Insist upon isolation that we cannot 
maintain. 
Failure to support the league of na- 


tions with proper reservation would be a shock to 
the spiritual aspirations of the American people." 


The foregoing is plainly a challenge to Hir- 


am Johnson 
who 
is . contending for 
isolation 


and .the non-entry of the United States into the 
league of nations with or without reservations.-It 
means that Herbert Hoover's hesitancy to pledge 
himself to support the next republican nominee 
depends upon .what the platform and the- candi- 
date says.
